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CAPT, PETTIT REPLIES TO COL. HAWKINS. 
To the Editor of ‘““The Army and Navy Journal:” 

It is with great reluctance I ask a portion of your 
space to reply to an attack on me and my essay pub- 
lished in your issue of January 23. When I wrote the 
essay In question I decided that if it should ever be pub- 
lished I would not be drawn into any public controversy 
concerning it; but the article by Col. Hawkins is so per- 
sonal in nature, so undignified and petulant in tone, and 
so entirely avoids everything but a few minor details, 
not of grave importance, that I feel compelled to say 
something in reply. 

The animus of his criticism is apparent in the first par- 
agraph. He should have left that for the end. He seems 
to have decided for himself the parts suitable for a 
“prize essay.”” I was not aware that he was a member 
of the Committee of Award, and as to the relative mer- 
its of his judgment ‘and that of the committee I leave 
decision to my readers. In rendering their decision the 
committee was requested “to consider its professional 
excellence, usefulness and valuable originality, as of the 
first importance.” The presumption is that this request 
was complied with, and as my essay received the unani- 
mous vote of the committee over thirteen competitors, 
I am not discouraged by captious criticism and hasty 
comment. Two of the members are officers of rank and 
distinction now in service. The third has unfortunately 
for his country and the cause of education gone to his 
rest; a man great erudition, of lovable character, and of 
rare judgment, and long the head of one of our most 
prominent technical schools. I had the honor to know 
him, and I should have felt repaid for my time and 
labor had I secured his vote alone. The gratuitous ad- 
vice of my critic to the committee will probably be of no 
avail now. 

If he had carefully read and weighed the title of the 
essay he would have saved almost the entire middle col- 
umn of his comments. I will repeat it: ‘The Proper 
Military Instruction for Our Officers; The Method to Be 
Employed; Its Scope and Full Development.’ 

I weighed this subject in my mind for several days be- 
fore I wrote a word on it, in an effort to determine ex- 
actly what it meant, especially the last sentence. I at- 
tempted to set forth “The scope and full development” 


as I saw it, and to build up with what we had already 
and what I could supply, a complete system of instruc- 


tion for our officers. I made no attempt to separate 
present from suggested methods, for the benefit of for- 
eign officers, knowing that our intelligent ones would 
recognize them at once. The gist of his complaint in the 
two columns is the fear that somebody will think they 
have none of the things I suggest at Leavenworth. Does 
any one think they have no English or French at the 
Military Academy because I say they should have them? 
The fact that I have included much in the Leavenworth 
course already there no mere implies its previous ab- 
sence, to a rational mind, than the annual order for tar- 
get practice implies that we never had any. I did not 
have space to specify more than a general outline of the 
course of instruction at any school. The details can be 
found in the catalogues, which are public property. All 
of these surmises exist only in the Colonel’s mind, and 
there is much ado about nothing. 

I do not care any more for the opinion of foreign of- 
ficers than they care for mine. No school has borrowed 
more from them than his, and they ought to feel flat- 


tered. 

The only part of his criticism worth serious attention 
is that in which he refers to the report of the Comman- 
dant for 1896. 

My essay was begun in October, 1895, and had to be 
in the hands of the secretary by September, 1896. I 
worked on it until May 1896, and turned it in in June. 
I had, therefore, no access to the report of 1896, and was 
compelled to rely upon the report of 1895 for official in- 
formation concerning the school. The extract from the 
1896 report is pleasing to me. I am glad to know that 
the subject of my criticism was receiving serious atten- 
tion at the very time I was formulating it on paper. It 
is a subject upon which we may reasonably disagree, but 
it is not one for personal abuse. It is remarkable how 
well we agree. He says: “They (students) come here 
with the expectation of learning something more than 
this in the departments of cavalry and infantry. If 
this expectation is not to be realized, the name of the 
school ought to be changed.” I say: “If this course 
(military art) is thoroughly taught, there will not be 
much time for individual training in infantry and cav- 
alry, and the name of the school should be changed to 
War College.” 

This is surely a case of mental telegraphy. Had I 
known that this report was in process of preparation I 
should have cheerfully given the Colonel full credit for 
it. He recognized a possible necessity for changing the 
name of the school. So did I. With a little mutual ex- 
planation we could get at one on this idea. 

It is perhaps unfortunate that some of the paragraphs 
under “The Infantry and Cavalry School” are general, 
and are not intended to apply to it alone, but to service 
schools in general. I did not have Leavenworth in mind 
when I wrote of ‘‘a war veteran competing on a scale of 
three with a youngster.”’ The Colonel seems to have 
plenty of grievances of his own without taking up others’ 
quarrels. I have no quarrel with the school. In fact, I 
stated, “It is greatly to be lamented that it cannot be 
expanded to give all lieutenants of cavalry and infantry 
the advantages it offers to a few.” I have just read an 


article on the “Course of Engineering” by the head of 
the department, and am more than ever convinced that 
it is rated far above its importance in a practical “infan- 
try and cavalry” school. A word as to the “contrasts” 
(?) “Too much familiarity between the different grades” 


and “On terms of equality, possibly of friendship, with 
his instructor.” It does not take much knowledge of 
English to enable one to appreciate the wide difference 
of meaning between “familiarity” and “equali.y.”” Every 
officer knows what kind of “familiarity” is meant. He 
also knows what I mean by “terms of equality” in serv- 
ice schools. Have 1 presumed on the intelligence and 
judgment of my readers? 

So far as the honor system is concerned, my idea was 
that the Wur Department should be informed as to the 
manifest special abilities of students, but that the names 
should not be published as honor graduates, and that 
each graduate should have the fact of graduation noted 
near his name on the Army Register. 

If he had read the part referring to examinations with 
more care, he might possibly have discovered that the 
method of holding examinations was the vital part. I 
even put it in brackets for him, showing what I thought 
ought to be practical and what oral, instead of written. 
I was examined under the order he quotes, and Gen. 
Otis was president of the board. His reference is val- 
uable to both of us. I know exactly what powers the 
regulations give to Captains, and I know exactly how 
far they can exercise them before running their heads 
against the wall. I am furthermore aware that co-ope- 
ration is vital to the progress of any system of training, 
and that one Captain has about as much chance for in- 
augurating a new system as the typical swallow has for 
bringing summer in January. 

He or some of his assistants found the error in the 
map at last. Well, I will pay the usual penalty on de- 
mand. That map has been wandering around the world 
ever since 1894, in an article written by me for the 
“Army and Navy Journal” on “The Tactical Instruc- 
tion of Officers.” The two little cartoons were wander- 
ing aimlessly about, and no one seemed to be able to 
drive them to an abiding place. I did copy the map, as 
the Colonel kindly insinuates, from the original made by 
me. It passed safely through our Army once; let us 
hope it will pass the German lines. If there should be 
any trouble over it, I will assume all responsibility. 

I am sorry that cartoon went astray, because it has 
created so much anxiety in the minds of others, but in 
spite of that, my system of lyceum instruction, which is 
tmfdirectly responsible for the map, and, consequently, 
for the speedy downfall of the military service institu- 
tion, is now in use at this post; and, with the hearty 
co-operation of my brother officers, it is proving every- 
thing claimed for it, and more. I can stand the trifling 
error. The most astonishing thing td me is that any one 
could read the essay and select such trifling details for 
criticism without seeing the important points, which will 
bear long discussion. Perhaps it means they are ap- 
proved. The last paragraph demonstrates that my critic 
has not carefully read, or clearly comprehended, any 
considerable part of the essay. 

We may reasonably differ on points of training. Each 
officer has a right to his opinion, and also a right to ex- 
press it, with due subordination in the proper place. No 
one person owns any of our schools, so far as I know, 
and they are fortunately so organized that no one man 
ean dictate the course of instruction. Why any one 
should lose his temper and descend to personalities in 
a matter so vital to all of us passes my comprehension. 
A personal attack through the public press levels all 
barriers of rank and age, and gives me “equality” with- 
out “familiarity.” As to the scolding administered to the 
Committee of Award, I have nothing to say. His clum- 
sy, ungenerous effort to extract a low personality 
from the very last line of the essay is pathetic. 

Col. Hawkins unintentionally pays me a great compli- 
ment, when he insinuates that I should have gotten up 
something entirely new as a system of instruction for 
our officers. Is there nothing good in Israel? Nothing 
we want to keep? Has all the work of able, devoted 
men for years past brought no harvest of ideas? I did 
not think so, and I, therefore, incorporated in my sys- 
tem such as seemed to me wise and profitable, at the 
risk of having them dubbed “platitudes” and weari- 
some lyceum products. I even adopted many things for 
the Leavenworth school already there, and did it on 
purpose, without fear or suspicion that our foreign 
brothers would think we never had them before. Before 
my essay was turned in I asked an officer of rank and 
experience to read it and give me the benefit of his 
judgment. I especially asked him if he thought there 
was anything in it which could possibly offend any one. 
He replied that “he did not see how any one could pos- 
sibly take offense at anything in it, as it was perfectly 
free from personalities.” We both erred. I apologize 
to you and your readers for this infringement on time 
and space. 

I court criticism, if it be confined to a broad, liberal- 
minded discussion of methods and principles on educa- 
tion. The chief value of the essay will come from an 
honest discussion of the subject, free from animus and 
personalities, and from men who have a broad, intelli- 
gent grasp of it. One officer of high rank, whose opin- 
ion I esteem highly, and who has occupied the highest 
positions in two of our schools, writes: “I have just 
finished your article on methods of instruction for the 
Army, and am so pleased and convinced by it that I feel 
obliged to drop you a line to convey my congratulations 
upon the good work you have done.” 

I have already many others of similar strain. I am 
content with their judgment, and that of the Committee 
of Award, and shall not return the medal. 

You very properly term his article “A Criticism Upon 
Capt. Pettit by Col. Hawkins.” I figure in it largely; 
the essay—minutely. I deeply regret this turn of affairs, 
but I accept the issue.

THE LEAVENWORTH SCHOOL. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

When a man does not hold his own communication jg 
sfficient esteem to give it the homely honor of appearing 
over his own signature, it its perhaps treating it wit, 
altogether too much respect to notice it; but some of the 
remarks of the anonymous correspondent who writes 
about “The Leavenworth School,” under the nom jd 
plume of “Atlantic,” in your issue of the 30th ult., ar 
so misleading that they should not be allowed to pags 
without comment. 

It is to be regretted that the anonymous critic did not 
sign his own name to his remarkable communication, as 
we might then know what regiment it is that is so far 
behind the times as to limit its tactical instruction to 
“the everlasting barrack square drill.” It is quite fit. 
ting that in such a regiment no subaltern can be found 
who is willing to take a detail at Leavenworth, for the 
Infantry and Cavalry School can scarcely expect to be 
appreciated by young men nurtured in such an atmos. 
phere. 

The unknown censor thinks there must be something 
wrong in the workings of the Leavenworth School, be. 
cause in two regiments of infantry there is on the part 
of the lieutenants an absence of a desire to go to the 
school. Is it not possible that the fault is with the regi- 
ments instead of the school? I know regiments where 
the reverse is the case, and I am informed that in the 
20th Inf., there are five applicants for the next detail, 
As this regiment is stationed at Fort Leavenworth it is 
possible that its officers do not know so much about the 
school as they do in the two regiments in which the de- 
tail goes begging. 

As to the other remarks of the young man who con- 
ceals his identity behind the obscurity of a pen-name, | 
would say that the students are not “required to recite 
like children,” but are in every sense treated with the 
dignity due to their position. There is no “serapping for 
tenths,” for recitation marks have been abolished. It 
there is not “a healthy pursuit of knowledge for its own 
sake,” it is in every case the fault of the individual, for 
original investigation is encouraged, and there is no fear 
of recitation marks to discourage it. If (to use the clas- 
sic English of the aggrieved unknown) the students will 
persist in “scrapping for position” on examination, that 
enormity must be endured and condoned so long as our 
young officers possess such reprehensible and unsoldierly 
qualities as pride, self-respect and manly ambition. 

Of course, recitations should be abolished. It would be 
so much more agreeable and so much easier to have a 
continuous series of lectures in which the instructors 
would do all the work and the students kindly look on. 
It would, doubtless, add to the pleasure of the lecture 
if the instructor would see that each student was pro- 
vided with a supply of cigars or cigarettes before the 
lecture began; and to demonstrate that the students are 
not children, each might be provided with a stein of beer 
or a Manhattan cocktail. If, in addition to this serene 
and easy “royal road to learning,” examinations were 
abolished, perhaps the details at the school might be 
sought even in the two remarkable regiments with which 
“Atlantic” is familiar. 

The remarks about the instructors are crushing; and 
those gentlemen are to be sincerely pitied for having 
failed to gain the approbation of Young-Man-Afraid-of- 
His-Name. It is sufficient to say that the recitations 
are conducted by the eight assistant instructors, that 
those gentlemen are all graduates of West Point, and 
that six of them are graduates of the Infantry and Cav- 
alry School, who have been selected for their especial 
qualifications in the subject in which they are instruct- 
ing. If the student cannot “develop other faculties than 
that of memory” in pursuing the Leavenworth course, 
he is very likely to go back to his regiment without a di- 
ploma, there to complain that he was “treated like 2 
child,” and arouse against the school the sympathetic 
displeasure of some anonymous correspondent. 

As to students being deprived of “the rights and emolt- 
ments accorded officers by law, regulations and justice,” 
it would be searcely short of flattery to dignify such talk 
with the name of bosh. To be sure, a second lieutenant 
is not allowed to turn the Commanding Officer out of 
quarters, he is not given extra pay, and he is not allowed 
to throw discipline to the winds; but in the matter of 
quarters, and everything pertaining to his “rights and 
emoluments” he is treated as well as either the instruc 
tors or the garrison officers. Indeed, it is a source of 
complaint on the part of the younger officers of the gar- 
rison that, rank for rank, the students have the better 
quarters. 

I can bear testimony to the fact that the instructors 
and their assistants labor zealously and faithfully—wit! 
what success, the improvement of the school bears wit 
ness. As to the students, the greater part of them it 
every class work earnestly and intelligently, and how 
they profit by the course is demonstrated in their subse 
quent careers. It goes without saying that the best me! 
in each class are not the grumblers; if they have any sus 
gestions to make, they make them properly, and mor 
than one change in the methods of the school has bee® 
inspired by an observant and sensible student.

PROTECTION AGAINST TORPEDOBS. 

We observe that a correspondent of the New York 
Times raises a question as to the correctness of our gtate- 
ment concerning the worthlessness of torpedo nettings, 
and cites to the contrary the case of the Prince George, 
described here some weeks ago. It is true that the 
English battleship Prince George is equipped with ‘tor- 
pedo nets, as are others of her class. The keels of this 
class were laid about 1898. Since then there has been 
a great reaction against torpedo nets, and many wish 
to do away with them. It is probable that they will not 
be used on new battleships. The French in 1895 began 
to discard them, and have removed them from the Bren- 
nes, Volney and Jeunnepper. Our Ordnance Department 
and Bureau of Naval Intelligence have records of tests 
where torpedoes effectually penetrated torpedo nets, Tor- 
pedo cutters are always issued to ships carrying torpe- 
does, so that the crinoline attachment is no longer con- 
sidered reliable, and it is certainly very clumsy. Various 
devices are suggested as a substitute for it. A periodi- 
cal, “Knowledge,” recently contained a description of 
one of these. It steel shields made in the 
form of the ship and in ordinary circumstances resting 
against the hull. The shields are, however, hinged at 
the top and capable of being projected outwards at the 
lower part to a distance of 20 feet from the hull. It is 
contended that these shields and the cushion of water 
between them and the ship would secure her from ma- 
terial injury in the event of a torpedo exploding against 
the guard. This would appear to be a simpler method 
than cumbrous booms and nets, but as against this the 
cost would be, we should suppose, much greater. And it 
has another objection, inasmuch as when the steel shields 
are projected from the ship’s side they must be some- 
what raised at the outer edge, and in this case would 
fail to give protection at perhaps the most vulnerable 
part of the ship’s bottom. Sir Edward Reed, Capt. EBard- 
ley Wilmot, and other British Naval authorities have 
written in cordial approval of this system. 

The British Admiralty has decided to adopt the appa- 
ratus known as “net cutter,” which is in the form of a 
pair of shears or scissors, and is fitted on the head of a 
torpedo for the purpose of cutting an opening in the tor- 
pedo defense net of an enemy's ship. In future the ap- 
paratus is to be known as a “pioneer,” and the term 
“net cutter” is to be discontinued. The actual charac- 
ter of the instrument is known only to a few officers, 
and in order that unauthorized persons may have no op- 
portunity of becoming acquainted with its working or 
design. each “pioneer” served out to a ship is placed 
under the special care of the commanding officer. Ex- 
periments with the instrument have proved highly satis-

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The Surgeon General's office of the Army has sent 
out a list of printed questions to thirty candidates for 
the positions of acting hospital steward. The De- 
partment will probably be able to utilize all the suc- 
cessful candidates within a short time. 
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Representative Tate is determined to get at the rea- 
sous which caused the War and Navy Departments to 
adopt rifles of different character and caliber for their 
services. He introduced resolutions Feb. 8 for the pur- 
pose of securing this information. There is a sentiment 
in Congress in favor of uniform caliber of weapons for 
both the Army and Navy and it is possible that the mat- 
ter will be brought up during the next Congress. No 
action can be taken, of course, during the present Con- 


gress.

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A ballistic test of a 4-inch double forged armor plate, 
representing a portion of lot No. 3, of armor designed 
for the battleships Kearsarge and Kentucky, manufac- 
tured by the Carnegie Company, was made at Indian 
Head Proving Grounds on Monday. The armor in this 
group weighs 400 tons, and is intended for the sides 
and barbettes of the battleships. One shot was fired 
from the 5-inch gun with a velocity of 1,530 feet per 
second. The shell broke on the face of the plate. eAn- 
other shot was fired with a velocity of 1,977 feet per 
second, a velocity selected in accordance witha formula 
of the Ordnance Bureau for perforation. The shell 
barely perforated the plate, thus establishing the cor- 
rectness of the formula. The plate stood the test ex- 
ceedingly well and the group will be accepted on its 
showing.

The Washington correspondent of the Brooklyn 
“Eagle,” under date of Feb. 6, after an interview with 


the Navy Department officials, says, that the new timber 
dry dock at the Brooklyn Navy Yard will be tested by 
the monitor Puritan within a few days after Feb. 15, 
and formally turned over to the United States by the 
contractors. This may be true, but in view of the fol- 
lowing clause in the contract, we do not understand how 
it ean be lawfully done: “After the dock structure has 
been completed in all its parts, connection. made with 
pumps, and drainage pumps put in place, entrance way 
cleared, ete., the dock structure shall be tested by having 
one of the largest and heaviest vessels of the Govern- 
ment placed in it. Should any weakness or defect be- 
come apparent during such trial test due to defective or 
improper material, or workmanship, the weakness or de- 
fect shal] be made good by the contractor before final 
settlement and release of the contract.” It is unnecessary 
for us to point out the fact that the monitor Puritan 
cannot be described as one of the largest and heaviest 
vessels of the Government. The Puritan’s displacement 
is 6,060 tons; the Indiana’s displacement is 10,288 tons. 
It is, therefore, apparent that the use vr a ship of the 
Indiana class was contemplated when the contract was 
made.

The new revision of the Army Regulations affecting 
discharges of enlisted men has been submitted to the 
post commanders at Fort Myer, Washington Barracks, 
and the posts, and in every case has met with decided 
approval. The matter will be brought before the Sec- 
retary of War within a few days, and will probably be 
at once adopted into the regulations. There will be but 
one form of discharge, the honorable discharge to be 
filled out on parchment, the others on ordinary paper. 
The record of service and reason for discharge will ap- 
pear on the back. ‘There will be a coupon at the bot- 
tom bearing the line “Service honest and faithful” 
signed by the company commander, which will be de- 
tached if the discharge is not honorable. Character as 
to sobriety and military efficiency will be certified to in 
terms of excellent, good, fair and poor. The regula- 
tions will be amended to conform to the new form of 
discharge, and indiscriminate appeal to the Department 
will be obviated by making the opinion of company com- 
manders final if agreeable to the soldier: if not satis- 
factory to the enlisted man, he may appeal successively 
to the company commander, a board of officers, the De- 
partment commander and, lastly, to the War Depart- 
ment at Washington. If at any intermediate stage the 
decision is agreeable to the soldier, the War Department 
will not concern itself. This will reduce the amount 
of work at the headquarters of the Army, and the new 
characterization of service, it is believed, will be more 
accurate and satisfactory than the old form.

For this reason he alleges he was 
short paid; the commutation value of the one additional 
ration per diem for every five years of prior service 
computes to about $4,200. The till gives him authority 
to sue in the Court of Claims for this amount. 

The Senate act for the establishment, control. opern 
tion and maintenance of the Northern branch of the Na 
tional Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, at Hot 
Springs, in the State of South Dakota, has been intre 
duced in the House and referred to the Committee on 
Military Affairs.

The House has passed the resolution appointing John

The House, on the 9th inst., passed the Senate act to 
commission Passed Assistant Surgeons of the U. 8. N., 
and to provide for their examination preliminary to their 
promotion to the grade of Surgeon, which has already 
been printed in full in the “Army and Navy Journal.” — 

A bill was introduced in the House on Wednesday pro- 
viding for the establishment of a lying-in station for 
naval vessels at the foot of the Palisades. 

The House Appropriations Committee has made a fa- 
vorable report on a fortification bill which accompanied 
its report. The estimates of the Department aggregate 
$18,590,256, of which suin there is recommended appro 
priations amounting to $9,178,325, including the follow 
ing items: Gun and mortar batteries, $3,841,333; sites 
for fortifications, $300,000; torpedoes for harbor «: 
fense, $150,000; armament of fortifications, $4,491,892: 
Ordnance and Fortification Board, $150,000. Of this 
total, $4,195,076 is to meet contract obligations an 
thorized to be incurred under the provisions of the last 
fortification appropriation act and $156.1 is to meet 
obligations under a contract with the Bethlehem Iron 
Company entered into under authority of law in 1891. 

The House Military Committee has made a favorable 
report on the bill to authorize the Secretary of War to 
detail a regiment or artillery, a regiment of infantry and 
the 3d Cay. stationed in St. Louis, to take part in the 
celebration of the 36th anniversary of the battle of Wil- 
son Creek. Tne scene of the proposed celebration is 
Springfield reunion, and the bill appropriates $8,000 for 
the troops to participate in a sham battle. On account 
of Speaker Reed’s objection to the passage of any meas 
ures containing appropriations other than the regular ap 
propriation bills, there is an extremely small chance of 
the passage of the bill. The report refers to the death 
of Gen. Lyon, at this battle, and says that the Gran 
Army of the Republic and survivors of the Confederat 
forces will meet there next August. 

Mr. Heatwole, of Minnesota, presented a memoria! in 
the House on the 9th inst. in favor of House bill esta! 
lishing a military park at Vicksburg, Miss. Representa 
tive Barrett presented a petition in favor of the estab 
lishment of a dry dock at the Charlestown Navy Yard. 

A special meeting was held by the House Militar 
Committee, Feb. 10, to consider a resolution introduced 
by Representative Fenton, of Ohio, a member of thr 
committee, which prevents the Secretary of War grant 
ing permits to any religious denomination to build 
churehes or chapels on any military reservation of tl 
United States. The Legislation is aimed at a recent ap 
plication made to Secretary Lamont by a Catholic bisho} 
for a license to erect a church on the West Point reserva 
tion. The Secretary has announced his intention of grant 
ing the permit, unless the House Committee on Militar! 
Affairs orders otherwise. In a communication to the 
committee Secretary Lamont reviews the history of such 
permits by Secretaries of War, showing that the occur 
rence is not infrequent: that it began in 1820: that th 
permit for the Catholic Church on the reservation ®' 
Fortress Monroe was issued in 1860. There are Catholic 
ehurches on other reservations. It is said to be doubtfu 
if the resolution passes the committee, but if it does pas* 
there will be amendments which will forbid the use of 
military reservations for any except military purposes 
The resolution will bear no reference to churches, b"' 
will apply to everything non-military.

SENATOR SHERMAN. 


The popular idea of him as a cold, calculating, re- 
morseless man, politically, is not wholly exact. fie is 
not cold in politics, but rather warm, having always re- 
warded his friends and punished his enemies to the 
very best of his ability. s for his remorselessness, he 
was always perfectly willing to chop a political opponent 
up into little pieces when it was advisable; but he would 
give the same man a helping hand the next day, and 
treat him like a gentleman ever afterward. Senator 
Sherman fights in the open—but he fights terrifically. 
lhe reason of his accepting the portfolio of State in the 
McKinley Administration goes back to 1888. That was 
the last time he was seriously a candidate for the Pres- 
idential nomination. Mr. McKinley represented him at 
the convention. When things looked black for Senator 
Sherman ballots began to be dropped for Mr. McKinley. 
The man who is now President-elect rose and said: “I 
am here for the putpose of securing, if possible, the 
nomination of Senator John Sherman.

OILING SHIPS’ HULLS. 


Experiments are to be made to detertnine the value of 
ain invention b¥ Rudolph Altschul, designed to increase 
the speed of vessels and to prevent corrosion and the 
growth of barnacles by coating the submerged portion of 
the ship with ertide petroleum. The sf¥stem is so ar- 
ranged that in rough weather a large otantity of oll can 
be discharged along the sides of the ship and distributed 
over the surface of the water, thus providing a more er- 
fective method of greasing and smoothing high seas than 
any yet devised. The covering composition is an oleagin- 
ous preparation of tallow, calcined carbon and several! 
other ingredients which the inventor keeps secret. It 
it suid that it hardens in the water and cannot wash off, 
and can be applied to submarine war projectiles, permit- 
ting double velocity. A series of iron flanges are fast- 
ened along the bottom and sides of the ship below the 
water line, in which are inserted sheets of woven wire 
netting, lathing or sheet iron, covered with an absorbent 
composition saturated with ofl. The flanges have a semi- 
circular covering. on top, below which runs a finely per- 
forated pipe, which ejects a fine svray of oil against the 
inside of the flange and on to the sheets, from which it 
spreads downward. The oil is not carried away by the 
water, but through capilliary attraction is spread, thus 
keeping the ship's hull greased without any waste of oil. 
It ix said that the composition is a perfect carrier of oil 
under the surface of tae water, a feature which has 
never before been achieved and which will make oil — 
form below the water line the same service that it does 
in quelling a rough sen. It is claimed that, applied to 
any vessel, either steam or sailing, it will increase the 
speed by at least 25 per cent. without augmenting the 
umotint of machinery or the expenditure of fuel.

York, New Haven & Hartford Railway, which corpora- 
tion has recently secured control of the Providence & 
Stonington Steamship Co., are about to close that line. 
If this were done a great many persons in New York 
City, and others living away from New York, who have 
oceasion to travel from New York to Boston, will re- 
eret it. The New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road seem determined to make it impossible for any one 
to pass between New York, Boston and the cities east 
of Boston without going over their land line. It is true, 
of course, that they still allow the Fall River Line to 
remain open, but there may be persons who wish to go 
East by the way of Stonington or Providence. The 
Providence Line was particularly agreeable, because the 
boats reached their destination at a reasonable hour 
in the morning, and the land line from Providence to 
Boston is shorter than by the Fall River route.

THE NEW SECRETARY OF WAR. 

A recent despatch from Canton, Ohio, 
Russell A. Alger, who is to be Secretary of War in the 
McKinley Cabinet, came here to-day for a two hours’ 
conference with the President-elect. As is well known, 
there was much opposition to Mr. Alger’s selection, es 
pecially in New York, and at one time the threat was 
made that if Gen. Alger was not laid aside as Cabine! 
material, old stories reflecting on his military recor 
would be revived, muc h to the embarrassment of the Ad 
ministration. The General is much annoyed by these 
stories and comes to Major McKinley to confer on the 
subject. The General discussed the story and his war 
record very freely, showing no tenderness on the topic. 
The gravest of the stories told is that during Sheridan’s 
campaign in the Shenandoah Valley in 1864, Gen. Alger, 
then a Colonel in the Fifth Michigan Cavairy, absented 
himself from his command without leave, in the face 
of the enemy, and when there was great danger, and 
that the records show that on several previous occa 
sions Gen. Alger had similarly absented himself, and 
that Gen. Torbert recommended his dismissal. I have 
in response to a request but lately answered the story 
over my signature, said the General, and here is what 
I said: 

‘My war record is on special service one winter, but 
in answer to the inquiry I will say that I served three 
years, and participated in sixty-six battles and skirm 
ishes. I was never absent from my command a moment 
save when detailed on special service one winter by 
order of President Lincoln, when the army was_ in 
camp, except upon account of wounds received in bat 
tle or on surgeon’s certificate of disability, and but a 
very few days all told under the latter. Was pro 
moted from Captain to Major, Lieutenant Colonel and 
Colonel, serving in three different engagements. Was 
recommended several times for promotion by every office 
above me. I never asked for a promotion in my life. 

“‘T was subsequently breveted Brigadier and Major 
General of Volunteers for gallant service in the field. 
The last time | was recommended for promotion was on 
June 26, 1864, by Gen. Custer, commanding the brigade. 
at which time he said: “He (Alger) distinguished him 
self in almost every action in which our cavalry had been 
engaged. His gallantry at Gettysburg rendered him con 
spicuous, also at Boonesborough, where he received a 
severe wound while leading his regiment in a charge 
upon the enemy. In engagements of more recent date, 
Col Alger has borne an important part. In the battle 
of Yellow Tavern, which resulted in the death of the 
rebel General, Stuart, and the capture of two pieces of 
artillery, too much praise cannot be given to Col. Alger 
for the gallantry he displayed. He is particularly well 
qualified for the command of cavalry. I, therefore, re- 
spectfully but earnestly recommend him for promo- 
tion.” 

Similar recommendations are quoted from Gen. P. H. 
Sheridan and also the order for promotion from Presi- 
dent Lincoln. Gen. Alger says in conclusion: 

“The foregoing, taken in connection with the fact that 
we were ordered to the Shenandoah Valley and were 
engaged constantly from that time until I was sent to 
the hospital in September, shows that I could not have 
had very much opportunity to disgrace myself or leave 
my command in go short a time. The whole record, with 
all the facts in the case, was published in the press of the 
country in 1891 or 1892. If anything more were needed 
I think the hundreds of telegrams and letters of con- 
gratulation being received now from the men who served 
with mein the field would convince any fair-minded per- 
son that whoever attempts to smirch my record never saw 
service in the field and smelled burnt powder. 

“They should ask the men who served under me for re- 
liable information. If there is a part of my life history 
that I am proud to leave as a heritage to my children it 
is my war record.

A DRAGOON BOLD. 

In answer to the inquiry of a correspondent concerning 
the old song, “A Dragoon Bold,” we give the following 
letter from the late Gen. Rufus Ingalls, published in the 
“Army and Navy Journal” of March 11, 1868. 

“A quarter of a century ago this very year, I was 
wont to hear “The Dragoon Bold” sung daily at Fort 
Jessup, La., by such glorious and jolly fellows as Char-. 
ley May, Croghan, Ker, Fowler Hamilton and Billy 
Saunders. The late William H. Saunders, of the old 
2d Dragoons, wrote it and several other lively songs, the 
appearance of which in the “Journal” will awaken many 
pleasant reminiscences of Army life in the minds of the 
oflicers who served long ago on our bold frontiers. Here 
it is as I recollect it: 

» Air—“The Lea Rig.” 

“The Dragoon Bold, he scorns all care, 

And goes ‘the rounds’ with his uncropped hair, 
Hie httle heeds that evil star 

That sends him away to the Florida war. 
Himself in the saddle he lightly throws, 

And on the weekly scout he goes. 

Hie gaily hums some old-time song, 

And o’er the trail he bounds along. 


“He camps at night in the dark pine wood , 
He builds his fire and he cooks his food, 

His riding blanket around him throws, 

And on the ground he seeks repose. 

At the merry blast of the bugle horn, 

He moves again at the dawn of morn, 

While the mists rest of each lake and dell, 
And the hoot of the owl the wild woods swell. 


“O, gay is the life a soldier leads, 

And a lawless freedom marks his deeds. 
And wild his camp by the pine-wood sod, 
Where the white man’s foot has never trod.

"Tis for her he loves and has left behind:

6. C. M. CASES. 


In the case of Pvt. Timothy Gleason, Co. G, Tth Inf., 
found guilty of desertion and sentenced to hard labor for 
six months, with a forfeiture of $10 per month during 
that time, the reviewing officer, Maj. Gen. Merritt, says: 

“The punishment awarded in this case being in the 
judgment of the reviewing officer not commensurate 
with the offense of which the prisoner stands convicted, 
the proceedings were returned to the court for reconsid- 
eration of the sentence, with the remark that it erred if 
it accepted as mitigating circumstances the testimony of 
the prisoner that he deserted from fear of prosecution 
by the civil courts for assault and battery, committed 
by him while under the influence of liquor at a place 
of public amusement near his station, upon the persons 
of several civilians. The court, however, adhered to its 
sentence, Under the findings of the court, considered 
in connection with the testimony adduced, the reviewing 
officer cannot concur in this action. Violations, by a 
soldier, of the peace of the community in which he is sta- 
tioned, being in themselves punishable as conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and military discipline, do not 
constitute proper and valid grounds for mitigation in de- 
termining the sentence to be imposed upon him after 
having been convicted of military crime, Subject to 
these remarks, and in order that the prisoner may not 
escape all punishmenf, the sentence Is approved, and 
will be duly executed at Fort Leavenworth, Kan.”

p Washington, D. C., Oct. 31, 1883.

Spain stands not only 
on the basis of international law, but on the 
individual rights, and if we were to grant belligerent 
rights to the insurgents, she would be forced, out of 
self-respect, to declare war, and all Europe might be 
morally our course in order to uphold 
the sanctity of international law, if for nothing else, for 
self-protection. The writer holds that considering that 
we should be operating upon a base, over 3,000 miles 
Spain herself would be practically unassailable 
by our fleets. To reach Cuba and Porto Rico, we 
should be obliged first to drive the Spanish fleet from 
the seas, and we could not defend our long line and ex- 
posed seaboard from an attack on Spain. We are 
in powerful battleships and guns than Spain, 
but we lack swift gunboats, torpedo destroyers and tor- 
pedo-boats, and there is hardly a vessel in our Navy 
which carries a full complement of officers and men. 

The Spanish fleet is perfectly homogeneous. Her bat 
tleships, while by no means as powerful as the Ameri 
can ones, are swifter, and all carry a full complement 
of officers and men, a complement that, thanks to her 
system of conscription, can be constantly kept up by 
drawing on her reserves. 

By avoiding battle and waging a naval guerilla war 
on the United States, she would harass the American 
ships until both officers and crews would be exhausted 
by the terrible strain of vigilance and double watches. 
Such are the conclusions of this foreign observer. Sum- 
ming up the whole matter, he holds that the United 
States in such a war could do but little lasting damage 
to Spain, while the latter power, though she would not 
be able to defeat the United States, could easily inflict 
losses amounting to many hundred millions of dollars.

The friends of Gen. Grant after the war showed their 
appreciation of his services by presenting him with 
houses in Washington, New York, Philadelphia, Long 
Branch and Galena, Ill.

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THE STORY OF GALLANT DEEDS. 
BY THE MEN BEHIND THE GUNS. 

In a report to the Navy Department, dated U. 8S. bat- 
Uleship Maine, off Charleston, S. C., Feb. 8, Captain A. 
S. Crowninshield says: 

Sir: It is with great regret that I have to report the 
loss by drowning on the tth inst. of John Brown, sea- 
man; Leonard C, Kogel, apprentice, second class, and 
Axel B. Nelson, private 0. 8S. M. C. | : ; 

On the morning of the 6th inst. while the ship was in 
latitude 34.05 north and longitude 75.42 west, about ten 
minutes after 8 o’clock, ships heading south 7 degrees 
east, and making from two to three knots, wind SSE. 
force 8 to 10, and a heavy sea from the southward and 
eastward, a sea swept over the deck from the port side 
and washed overboard from the port gangway forward 
of the after turret Charles Hassel, gunner's mate, third 


class, and Leonard C. Kogel, apprentice, second class, , 


who were at work securing a grating. Both life buoys 
were let go, the engines stopped, the starboard engine 
backed and the lifeboat was lowered, Naval Cadet W 
Gherardi, taking charge. Immediately after the cry of 
man overboard, and before the lifevoat was lowered, 
William J. Creelman, landsman, jumped overboard from 
the poop in an attempt to rescue hogel. Creelman swam 
well, but was unable to reach Kogel, who sank within 
about one minute after he went overboard. Creelman’s 
act was gallant; the more so, perhaps, because it was 
at the same time deliberate. He had run from forward, 
and says that, seeing the lifeboat about to be lowered, 
hoped to be able to support Kogel till the lifeboat came 
to take him to the buoy. 

Hassel reached the buoy soon after being washed over- 
board and on seeing Creelman swam toward him making 
every effort to share the buoy with him. 

In the mean time the lifeboat was unable to do more 
than take care of itself, and the sea was so tremendous 
that it was in the greatest danger of being swamped. 
The swivel for the steering car broke short off and the 
boat was once nearly half-tilled with water. The weath- 
er had become thick with a heavy driving rain. It 
thus became necessary to maneuver the ship to save the 
man in the boat, and at the same time to keep a bright 
lookout on the men on the buoy. ‘To bring the ship into 
position, to pick up the lifeboat was a grave matter; the 
boat was dropping to leeward and the ship had to be 
turned through the trough of the sea to reach her. The 
attempt was made; while turning the ship rolled heavily; 
water was taken on board over the tops of the turrets, 
and one sea, sweeping across from the starboard side 
and funnelled in between the after turret and the after 
superstructure, swept overboard from the port quarter 
John Brown, seaman, and Axel D. Nelson, private U. S. 
M. C. With the exception of Naval Cadet Knepper, 
who threw a grating to Nelson, and a boy who thought 
he saw Brown dead in the water, no one can be found 
who reports seeing these men after they were washed 
overboard. 

At about 9:15 the lifeboat was brought under the lee 
quarter, and all of her crew were taken out, Naval Ca- 
det Gherardi being the last to leave the boat. It was 
impossible to recover the boat. She was towed astern for 
a time, but broke adrift and was lost out of sight. 

The man on the life buoy had been lost sight of, but 
their general direction noted and immediately after sav- 
ing the lifeboats crew the ship was headed for them anid 
shortly after they were sighted, and after maneuvering 
the ship for a time they were hauled aboard at about 9:30 
A. M., in an almost helpless condition. 

Whether or not the lifeboat should be lowered consi¢- 
ering the severity of the weather was a question that had 
to be decided without delay. Considering the additional 
chance for the recovery of the men overboard I decided 
to take the risk. It was found, however, that the buoy 
could never be seen from the boat once they were sep- 
arated by more than one wave length. Signals made 
from the rigging to the boat were obscured at times by 
the heavy driving rain, and even when they could be 
seen the boat could make little or no headway against 
the wind at sea, 

I desire to recommend William J. Creelman, landsman, 
for a life-saving medal of the first class in recognition of 
his gallant action on this occasion. 

Naval Cadet W. R. Gherardi showed courage and able 
seamanship in handling his boat under the most trying 
circumstances. Naval Cadet Gherardi commends Petcy 
Herbert, coxswain, for his courage and resourcefulness 
as coxswain of the lifeboat. After the steering swivel 
was carried away Herbert rigged a grommet for the 
steering oar, while Mr. Gherardi kept her head to the 
sea, with the oar rigged in one of the after oarlocks. 
The following were the crew of the lifeboat; Naval 
Cadet W. R. Gherardi, in charge; John Anderson, sea- 
man; Gustaf A. Anderson, seaman; Axel C. Anderson, 
seaman: Percy Herbert, coxswain; Heinrich Brinkman, 
seaman; George Lieber, apprentice, first class; Walter 
Cameron, seaman. The watch had just been relieved, 
and all the above men except Cameron, who was of the 
regular crew of the watch, were volunteers. 

The other men of the crew were in the other lifeboat 
and rendy soon after the first boat was lowered.

CASUALITIES IN ADMIRAL BUNCE’S SQUAD- 
RON. 
During the recent storm the vessels under Adml. 


Bunee, U. S. N., encountered in their voyage from Hamp- 
ton Roads to Charleston, S. C., the following casualties 
were reported: Carpenter Strawhat, or H. Schonhardt, 
of the Marblehead, killed by being dashed against the 
superstructure and was buried at sea Feb. 6; John 
Brown, seaman; Alexander B. Nelson, marine, and L. ©. 
Koezel, apprentice, all of the Maine, were swept over- 
board and drowned. The injured were: William Ander- 
son, boatswain of the New York, and the following men 
from the Marblehead: John D, Ryan, blacksmith, right 
knee badly injured; John J. Hickey, plumber, sealp 
wounded and nose injured; Andrew Anderson, seaman, 
nose fractured and severe wound in the head; Herbert 
C. Osborne, shipwright, small bone in right leg broken, 
and Frederick C. Potter, carpenter's mate, ankle 
sprained. These men were landed at Charleston Feb. 0 
and taken to the Marine Hospital. Herbert Lamar, a 
fireman belonging to the transport Fern, is also in the 
hospital, suffering from a badly lacerated leg. All of 
the injured men, at last accounts, were reported to be 
doing well. When the apprentice boy, Koezel, of the 
Maine, was washed overboard, Seaman John Brown and 
Pvt. Alexander Nelson, of the Marine Corps, it is report- 
ed, bravely sprang overboard in the terrible sea to his 
rescue and lost their own lives, and were carried out of 
sight by the waves. Charles Hassell was washed over- 
board at the came time. When these four men went 
overboard, William J. Creelman, a landsman, was stand- 
ing on the poop deck. He saw Koezel floating by and 
dove over the side to save him. In the mean time, two 
life buoys had been thrown overboard. ype 
peared and Creelman was struggling for the buoy intend- 


ed for him. Hassell reached him in time to save his life. 
‘The Maine was brought around in the storm and a life- 
voat lowered. Cadet Gherardi was put in command with 
six men. The boat got only a few yards from the ship 
when she was overturned, and seven more men were in 
the water. ‘they were all rescued with life lines, and 
Hassell and Creelman, clinging to the one buoy, were 
also picked up. The lifeboat was lost, as were also sey- 
eral others of the ship’s boats, which were torn from 
their davits by heavy seas.

Engineer-in-Chief Melville has submitted a recommep- 
dation to the Navy Department that the Puritan be sent 
at once to sea. The Department received a report a few 
days ago announcing that the journals of her machip- 
ery had become heated during a trial and that her de- 
parture would be delayed. It has been explained that 
the Puritan had gone to New York to League Island a 
number of years ago, and since that time her machinery 
had not been operated, and that naturally her machip- 
ery became heated. Commo. Melville says that if the 
vessel were sent to sea she would prove entirely satis- 
factory. 

Rear Adml. Beardslee has reported to the Navy De- 
partment that the cruiser Philadelphia beat the record 
for steaming the distance from Valparaiso to Callao. 
The Philadelphia traversed the 1,420 miles in 98 hours 
under two boilers and natural draft. Her average speed 
was 133-10 knots per hour. 

The battleship Texas left New York on Tuesday, Feb. 
9, for Galveston. The Department considers her in first- 
cliss condition. Her turrets were tested at the New 
York Navy Yard on Saturday and were found to work 
very successfully. They were turned easily and smootb- 
ly with a pressure of 175 pounds. With a pressure of 
900 pounds the forward turret turned 265 degrees in 38 
secouds and the aft turret with the same pressure a like 
angle in 30 seconds. En route to Galveston Capt. Glass 
will turn the turrets of the ship and ascertain what 
they will do under service conditions. 

The plan formulated by the Government for increas- 
ing the strength and efliciency of the Navy provides for 
the construction of five battleships and three first-class 
cruisers and the addition of 10,000 more men. 

The contract for a new construction and repair shop 
and storehouse at Mare Island was awarded by the Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks on Thursday to the Penn 
Bridge Co., of Benver Falls, Pa., $54,100 for the repair 
shop, and for the storehouse $13,875. 

Comdr. F. E. Chadwick, U. S. N., Chief of the Bu 
reau of Equipment, has made a recommendation to See 
retary Herbert that all auxiliary machinery on board ship 
be electrically controlled, advocating that electricity be 
used to turn turrets, to light ship, operate ammunition 
hoists, cranes, winches, blowers for ventilation, capstan 
and steering gear. The recommendation has been re- 
ferred to the Board of Construction. 

A crew is being shipped for the torpedo boat Ericsson, 
which will go into commission the latter part of this 
month, 

The cruiser Brooklyn was successfully docked at the 
League Island Navy Yard on Tuesday, Feb. 9. Nava! 
Constr. Linnaid has informed the Bureau of Construe 
tion and Repair that the horizontal keel plates of the 
Brooklyn are badly bent up on both sides of the vertical 
keel from frame 30 to frame 61, and on the port side 
to frame 70. The vertical keel is probably not mate 
rially injured. Strake “A,” starboard, 30 to 60, is bent 
from 1 to 4inches. Strake ‘‘A,” port, completely broke 
through from frame 30 to 70, from 6 to 7 inches, Strake 
“BR.” port, is slightly bent for a short distance. The ex 
tent of the injuries on the port side of the vessel was 160 
feet, and on the starboard side 120 feet. The injuries 
are greater than the Department expected from the rm 
port of the diver who was sent down to examine the bel 
tom of the vessel a few days ago. Capt. Cook’s friends 
are still firm in their belief that the Brooklyn did no 
pass over Schooner Ledge, but struck a rock in the chan 
nel thrown there by the blasting that has been going 0 
at the ledge recently. 

The Vesuvius left League Island on Tuesday mort 
ing, Feb. 9. It is expected that she will proceed t 
Charleston under her own orders and try to force the 
blockade at that port. 

Two 1,100-ton ships of composite type intended for 
the Naval Academy are being planned by the Bureatl 
of Construction and Repair.

STOKING IN BRITISH CRUISERS. 

In the recent tests of the British cruiser Terrible, it 
was shown that with 102.4 revolutions starboard and 108 
port the Terrible secured 18,493 horse-power as the aver- 
age for thirty consecutive hours. Taking the Powerful 
and Terrible together these are the comparative results: 
In the 5,000 horse-power trial of the Terrible, with six- 
teen boilers lighted, the coal consumption was 2.27 
pounds per indicated horse-power per hour, but in the 
Powerful it dropped to 2.07 pounds. Then the latter 
ship went on her thirty hours’ 18,000 horse-power trial 
with all her forty-eight boilers in use, and, with a mean 
of 18,433 horse-power, the consumption was 1.83 pounds, 
whereas in the corresponding trial of the Terrible, with 
18,493 horse-power, it dropped to 1.71 pounds. No rec- 
ord was taken of the coal consumption at the succeed- 
ing trials, yet these trials also show that material ad- 
vantages were derived from experience in the stokeholds; 
for the Terrible, with 25,572 horse-power, 112 revolu- 
tions, and a steam. pressure in the boilers of 229.6 
pounds, gave a mean speed of 22.41 knots, whereas in 


the Powerful, which certainly had a bad sea to contend 
with, and whose trials were anterior to the Terrible’s, a 
mean speed of 21.8 knots was obtained with 114 revolu- 
tions and a pressure of 257 pounds, which produced 25,- 
886 horse-power. Bringing the comparison down to the 
final trip, the same improvement, though somewhat 
modified, is to be observed; for the Terrible, with 108.83 
revolutions and only 225 pounds of steam, gave 22,282 
horse-power, whereas the Fowertat, in compiling 22,634 
horse-power, had 109.5 revolutions and 237 pounds of 
steam. The cause is to be traced not merely to the ex- 
perience of the men, but to the fact that stoking in these 
ships is now reduced to a practical and a »parently per- 
fect system, being regulated by a clock which is exhib- 
ited in each boiler room. No two fire doors of any single 
boiler were allowed to be opened at the same time, but 
every four minutes one furnace or the other was stoked, 
so that each fire was undisturbed for a continuous period 
of eight minutes. The success of the trials is ascribed 
to the unusual rigidity of the ships.

NATIONAL DEFENSE ASSOCIATION. 
Under the call issued late in 1896 by Governor 
Mitchell, of Florida, 150 delegates, representing eighteen 


States, together with representatives of the Army and 
Navy, assembled at Tampa on Wednesday, Jan. 20, 1897. 
The convention organized by choosing as chairman Lieut. 
Gen. Schofield, U. S. A., retired, and as secretary, Col. 
"rye, of Massachusetts. Papers on the matters under 
consideration were read by Gen. Schofield, U. S. A., Gen. 
McAlpin, N. Y¥.; Col. Frye, Mass.; Capt. Woodruff, U. 
S. A.: Lieut. Fullam, U. 8S. N.; and others. The com- 
mittee on resolutions reported the following, which were 
passed unanimously. 

Resolved, That this convention will entertain no resolu- 
tion or other matter offered for its consideration which is 
not germane to the subject of the National Defense. 

Resolved, That this convention shall not submit any 
suggestion to the United States Government looking 
towards the appropriation of any specific sum of money 
for National Defense, leaving that matter entirely to the 
recommendation of the proper authorities. 

Whereas, There is now before the Congress of the 
United States a measure of great importance to the gen- 
eral welfare of the country, and one of pressing necessity 
for the improvement of our Army, known as the “Army 
Re-organization bill,’ or better known as the “Lamont 


bill;” and 

Whereas, The increase by two regiments of the ar- 
tillery arm of the Army, as therein provided, will br 
in the line of economic administration by providing the 
Government with a trained force of workmen at a min- 
imum cost to preserve and care for the costly seacoast 
defenses, machinery and armament, while at the same 
time securing the services of disciplined soldiers in time 
of war; and 

Whereas, The formatioin of a regiment of infantry, as 
now required by law, into a single battalion of ten com- 
panies is an obsolete, unwieldy formation—an anomaly 
in the modern art of war, and not calculated to develop 
the greatest usefulness of that most important branch 
of the Army; and 

Whereas, The infantry drill regulations, the instruction 
in the colleges and schools of the country, the organiza- 
tion of the National Guard (militia) of the States, are 
based upon a regiment of twelve companies, divided into 
three battalions of four companies each, such as the bili 
proposes for the re-organization of the regular infantry; 
and 

Whereas, This measure has been carefully drawn to 
meet all requirements, 2nd has the approval of the War 
Department, based upon the repeated recommendation: 
of the different commanders and other eminent oflicers 
of the Army, therefore it is 4 

Resclved, That this convention deems it a patriotic 
duty urgently to request Congress to provide by law for 
these improvements and reforms in the Army, as set 
forth in the “Army Re-organization bill,’ and be it 
further 

Resolved, That a copy of this preamble and resolution 
be transmitted by the Chairman to the President of th 
Senate and to the Speaker of the House of Representa 
tives of the United States, asking for an early considera- 
tion of this subject by the two Houses of Congress; and 
further, That the Senators and Representatives of th 
several States represented in this convention be urged to 
sparg no effort looking towards the passage of the bill 
above mentioned. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this convention that 
the annual appropriation for the State Militia of the 
United States be increased and distributed pro rata, as 
now provided by law, and that the Springfield rifle 
turned in by the United States Army be issued to the 
National Guard (militia) of the various States, and that 
the arms now in their possession be turned in to the 
Government, 

Whereas, The service of modern coast-artillery de 
mands from troops assigned thereto both long and care- 
ful instruction, and 

Whereas, The present foot batteries of the United 
States Army (approximately 3,200 oflicers and men) are 
of strength insutlicient to furnish even one cannoneer 
for the service of each piece of ordnance contemplated 
by the provisions of the “Endicott Board,” and 

Whereas, It may be considered inexpedient to maintain 
in time of peace a force of coast-artillery greater than 
that proposed by the bill known as the “Lamont bill,” 
now pending in Congress, therefore be it 

Resolved, That this convention earnestly presents to 
the attention of the Legislatures of the several sea-coast 
States, wherein are locnted works of the United States 
erected for the defense of the coast, the urgent necessity 
of adding to the existing force of the National Guard 
(militia) of each State, such batteries, battalions, or regi 
ments of foot (garrison) artillery as may serve in the 
several cases as a trained reserve, ready for instant re- 
enforcement of the regular foot-artillery of the United 
States; and be it further 

Resolved, That assistance should be rendered to the 
several sea-coast States in the development of said Na- 
tional Guard (militia) reserve of coast-artillery, through 
suitable legislative enactment upon the part of the Con- 
gress of the United States. 

Whereas, The Naval Reserve of our militia service is 
recognized in the matter of the National Defense as not 
second to the military arm of the militia, therefore be it 

Resolved, That the States upon our seaboard, and 
those States lying upon the Great Lakes of the North, are 
urged to encouraged to foster this arm of the National 
Defense; and it is further 

Resolved, That our representatives inCongress be urged 
to enact such legislation as will give proper aid to the 
Naval Reserve of our country; and it further is 

Resolved, That this convention suggest that the Secre- 
tary of the Navy annually detail to each State having a 
Naval Reserve, au war vessel or torpedo boat, or both, 
for the instruction of the Naval Reserve, at such seasons 
of the year as may be decided upon as best for the in- 
terests of the service. 

Resolved, That to provide for coast defense it is im- 
perative that the strength of the Navy of the United 
States shall be steadily increased by the yearly addition 
of a number of fighting ships and torpedo boats, until 
the force is adequate to meet the emergencies of a state 
of war; and 

Whereas, This convention appreciates its inability to 
determine the important question of coast defense from 
a technical standpoint: it is 

Resolved, That it does appreciate the necessity of im- 
mediate protection to the seaboard of our country and im- 


portance of defending all points liable to invasion by 
hostile forces: and, therefore, it is further 

Resolved, That this eonvention does most ear 
nestly urge upon our Representatives in Congress 
the necessity for immediate appropriation sulfi- 
cient to carry out the plans formulated by the 
War Department; and further urge that this ap- 


propriation be made available at once, to the end that 
the plans of the Department may be completed without 
delay. 

Resolved, That, with a view to securing the best re- 
sults from its deliberations, this organization (to be 
known as the National Defense Association), be made 
permanent, and that said permanent organization shall 
consist of a President, seven Vice-Presidents, a Secre- 
tary, a National Committee (which shall also be au 
Executive Committee), consisting of one from each State, 
and a Committee on State Legislation, consisting of three 
from each State. 

After passing these resolutions, others were passed ten- 
dering to the Board of Trade and citizens of ‘Tampa the 
thanks of the delegates for the many courtesies received, 
‘Phe thanks of the convention also were extended to Mr. 
H. B. Plant for many kindly acts. The balloting for ofti- 
cers of the permanent organization resulted in the elec- 
tion of the following gentlemen, to serve until the next 
session, which is to be held in Washington at a date 
sater tu be determined upon by the Executive Commi ctee:

CABIN FITTINGS IN H. M.’s SHIPS. 

The “Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette,” Jan, 21

first brought before the public some months ago in thes, 
The grievance is that the cabins provided fo, 
the officers of all grades in the Navy are very indiffey. 
eutly furnished, many absolute necessities being alto. 
gether absent. The ordinary cabin furniture, exclusiy, 
of that of Captains’ cabins, consists of a bunk, wit) 
some drawers underneath it, a bookshelf, a small tab} 
fixed and hinged to the ship’s side for writing purposes 
generally placed so that daylight never reaches it, on 
cane-bottomed chair and a washstand of a most extra. 
ordinary and inconvenient pattern. This latter is a con. 
bination of tin and wood, is cylindrical, about 18 inches 
in diameter and 3 feet in height, and is warranted 1 
capsize if the ship rolls. These articles complete the list 
of cabin fittings. Officers have to supply out of their 
ewn pockets the following articles: Bath, basin and th, 
necessary accompaniments, such as soap dish, ete., water 
bottle and tumblers, looking glass, candlesticks, Water 
cans, carpet or kamptulicon for the floor, and most ofj- 
cers find it absolutely necessary to have another chest oj 
drawers; the bedding, too, is entirely provided by the 
officers themselves, exclusive of the extra chest of draw 
ers and linen which the oflicers might reasonably be ex. 
pected to provide for themselves. The cost of the before- 
mentioned articles may be set down as at between £1) 
or £15, and it is hardly any exaggeration to say that it 
is generally necessary for an officer to provide these ar- 
ticles every time he changes his ship, as it is almost im. 
possible to travel with these encumbrances, more ¢s- 
pecially as the weight of baggage allowed to an officer 
when traveling on duty, is limited, and another reason is 
that the size and shape of cabins varies so much that the 
gear which suits one cabin cannot be stowed away iy 
another, The result of this state of affairs is that when 
un oflicer leaves a ship he generally has to dispose of 
those articles either as a gift or for a mere song, or nom- 
inal price, and purchase a new set when he reaches his 
destination. Much expense and inconvenience is thus 
caused to men whose incomes are generally very slender: 
more particularly is this the case as regards warrant offi. 
s. «As the present Admiralty have shown that they 
desire to improve the Navy in every way during their 
tenure of ofhece, we wish to point out that we feel as- 
sured they would gain everlasting gratitude from the off- 
cers of the Navy if they adopted the following simple 
plan: Provide every cabin with the necessaries that we 
have shown as absent, charging 5 per cent. per annum 
of the value against the wages of the officer using th 
sear, In this manner the Admiralty might receive a 
fair return of extra money expended, whilst materially 
contributing to the comfort and convenience of. their 
officers.”

J. ©. A. V.—In further reply to your query: The 103d 
Article of War provides that in time of peace no person 
shall be tried and punished for desertion committed more 
than two years before arraignment of the person for 
such offense, unles he has absented himself from the 
United States, in which case such time shall be deducted 
in computing the period of limitation. This limitation 
shall, however, not begin until the end of the term for 
which the person has enlisted. 

2D) REGIMENT asks: Are the guides of all com- 
panies posted simultaneously in extension of line at the 
preparatory command indicating direction, or are _the 
guides of the leading company posted first, and guides 
of rear companies posted as each company arrives near 
its position? Answer.—Guides of leading company are 
posted at preparatory command. Other guides precede 
their companies by about 20 paces and place themselves 
on the line, after the command of execution. 

D. M. R.—There seems little chance at present that 
the bill authorizing an allowance for fuel and quarters 
to retired soldiers will become a law, notwithstanding 
the efforts made in its behalf. 

C.—The regulations about credit in the Post Exchange 
are explicit, and credit is a privilege, not a right. It is 
prescribed that a soldier seeking credit privilege will be 
distinetly informed that credit is given upon the under- 
standing that he must render prompt and unsolicited pay 
ment, and only to such men as can be trusted. Defaul- 
ters will be immediately debarred the privileges of the 
exchange, and this under such publicity as will make 
the act appear disgraceful in the eyes of their comrades. 

VOLUNTEER.—An officer in the regular Army or 
one retired from the regular service is entitled only to 
the uniform and rank of the regular Army. He cannot 
use a tithe acquired in the volunteer forces, nor wear 2 
volunteer uniform. A civilian.can wear the volunteer 
uniform and use any title of rank to which he may bi 
entitled for volunteer services. 

W. L. asks: Is it customary for a company taking part 
in the inaugural ceremonies to wear knapsack, canteens, 
ete.? Answer—This would depend upon the general 
order of the commanding officer of the military force.

The wild 
horses of the Don have belonged to two distinct races, 
the Cossack and the Calmuck. The former breed has 
seriously deteriorated, owing to mismanagement, and 
to the introduction of ill-chosen mares and stallions for 
the purpose of improving the stock. The improvement 
in the conditions of life among the Don Cossacks has 
drawn many of their horses from the wild life of the 
Steppes to the agricultural pursuits of the field, and in 
consequence the old qualities which made the Don horses 
such excellent ones for war purposes, have gradually dis 
appeared, and are now extinct. The Russian military 
paper sees no remedy for this evil, and prophesies that, 
in a few years, only cattle and sheep will remain on the 
Cossack Steppes of the Don.

THE STATE TROOPS, 


SUBORDINATION IN THE NATION¢L GUARD. 

Capt. W. F. Morris, of Co. K, 9th New York, presi- 
dent of the regimental delinquency court, in summing 
up a recent case of insurbordination, made the following 
remarks which enlisted men of the National Guard gen- 
erally would do well to bear in mind: 

“It has got to be established in the Nationa! Guard, 
and in this regiment if it need be, that it shall be thor- 
oughly understood that an officer is an officer whether 
he is in uniform or not. It is not the uniform that 
makes the officer, any more than it is the uniform that 
makes the soldier. If that were the case, you might 
put a uniform on a broomstick and consider it a soldier, 
instead of a scarecrow. You might just as well tell the 
Colonel of any organization that whenever he wishes 
to issue an order, whether it be printed or otherwise, 
he must put on his uniform, or he is not an officer. It is 
not the uniform that makes the officer, but the commis- 
sion which he holds; and it wants to be understood by 
every one concerned that an officer who holds a com- 
mission is an officer at all times, and it is the duty of a 
soldier, no matter where he is, if he receives a military 
order from a superior officer, to obey it, or lay himself 
liable. If that officer gives an order beyond his jurisdic- 
tion, beyond his authority, that is no excuse why the 
subordinate should not obey it. It is then for the subor- 
dinate, after he has obeyed the order, to appeal to high- 
er authorities for any redress for injury that he may 
have suffered. But it is no reason, under any circum- 
stances, why an officer's order should be disobeyed, pro- 
vided he is a superior one to yourself. It is also neces- 
sary, perhaps, to say to some of the men, and especially 
to the accused in this case, that it does not matter 
whether it is a meeting, or whether it is a company 
drill, or a battalion drill, or any other occasion of mili- 
tary assembly, strict obedience to the orders of one’s 
superior is absolutely necessary and demanded. It is 
no -reason, if Lieut. Young or any other Lieutenant, 
gives an order out of his province, taking, perhaps, for 
the moment, as it may seem, the authority from his su- 
perior—it does not relieve the subordinate of the Lieu- 
tenant from being amenable to his orders. ‘he su- 
perior to the Lieutenant must look after the act of the 
Lieutenant afterwards. And it must also be remembered 
that the duties of a Lieutenant devolve upon him cer- 
tain actions that, to some minds, may seem beyond his 
authority, but which are not, and which the law pro- 
vides for. Section 190, Military Code, I think, says that 
it is the duty of the Lieutenant, on all occasions, to as- 
sist his superiors in performing the duties that are 
required, or words to that effect. It is always neces- 
sary, as has been testified to here in this case, that the 
Sergeants and the Lieutenants are required to see that 
the men perform their duty promptly. It is one of the 
duties of the Lieutenant to do so, and it is not neces- 
sary for the Commandant of a company to tell the Lieu- 
tenant every time he comes to the armory to hurry the 
men up, or do those little things that are necessary to 
be done. An officer should always do those things that 
he sees need to be done, if he does them with a proper 
motive, for the interests of the organization to which 
he belongs. That could be demonstrated in a thousand 
ways in active service or otherwise. If a Lieutenant 
should see some little thing that needs to be done in a 
crisis, no sane man would expect him to run to the Cap- 
tain and ask permission to have it done. He would act 
immediately, on his own best judgment under the ecir- 
cumstances. So every officer has some prerogative, just 
the same as every enlisted man has that his superior 
must respect. So must the subordinate respect the 
rights of his superior officer on all occasions.”
